Every officer of the ‘“Chesapeake’’ upon whom the charge of the ship devolved was 
either killed or wounded. Captain Lawrence and his first lieutenant, Ludlow, 
were mortally wounded before the ship was boarded. Captain Broke was severely 
wounded leading the boarding party. Both Captain Lawrence and Lieutenant 
Ludlow lie buried in Trinity Churchyard, New York City, and their tombs may 
be seen from the Broadway entrance. 

“While passing the ‘Shannon's’ port side the ‘Chesapeake’ had her fore topsail 
tie and jib sheet shot away, her spanker-brails were also loosened and the sail 
blew out. These accidents occurring at nearly the same instant brought the ship 
up into the wind, when taken aback she got sternway and fell aboard of the enemy 
with her mizzen-rigging afoul of the ‘Shannon’s’ forechains. By some accounts 
the fluke of an anchor on board the ‘Shannon’ hooked in the rigging of the ‘Chesa- 
peake.’ Whatever may have served to keep the ships together it seems to be 
certain that the American frigate lay exposed to a raking fire from the enemy...” 
—Cooper’s Naval History.

The “Endymion” in company with the ‘‘Majestic,’’ ‘‘Pomone’”’ and ‘‘Tenedos,”’ 
while cruising off Sandy Hook fell in with the U. S. Frigate, ‘‘President.’”’ All 
sail was made by the British Squadron, and towards noon the ‘‘Endymion”’ 
outsailing her consorts, gained upon the ‘‘President.’’ The two ships gradually 
closed until 6 p.m., when the American opened fire with muskets, which was 
quickly returned by two British broadsides, and a running fire was kept up, 
both vessels being badly damaged about their sails and spars. At II.I5 p.m., 
the ‘‘Pomone,”’ ranged up and fired her starboard broadside. The ‘‘President”’ 
immediately rounded to, and hailed to say she had surrendered.

On October 13, 1812, the ‘‘Wasp’”’ sailed out of the Delaware to the Southeast 
and came up with the ‘‘Frolic’’ homeward bound with vessels of the Honduras 
trade under convoy. The ‘‘Wasp’s’’ main topmast was shot away within five 
minutes and in eight minutes her gaff and mizzen top gallant mast also fell, 
and she closed with her broadside against the bow of her antagonist, thus the 
“‘Frolic’’ was exposed to a raking fire and in loading, the gunrammers of the 
‘“‘Wasp”’ hit against her antagonist’s sides.
